Police: Victims were 
shot as they worked 
on laptop computers 

Parkland, Wash. 

A gunman burst into a coffee- 
house Sunday and opened fire 
on four police officers as they sat 
working on their laptops, killing 
the three men and one woman in 
what an official described as a tar- 
geted ambush. 

Pierce County Sheriffs spokes- 
man Ed Troyer said officers were 
looking for one male suspect who 
fled the scene and haven’t ruled 
out an accomplice, possibly a get- 
away driver. 

It wasn’t clear whether the 
slain officers had time to draw 
their weapons to return fire, Troy- 
er said. 

“This was more of an execu- 
tion. Walk in with the specific 
mind-set to shoot police officers,” 
Troyer said. 

Troyer said the officers — all 
from the Lakewood Police Depart- 
ment — were catching up on paper- 
work at the beginning of their 


shifts when they were attacked at 
8:15 a.m. Sunday. Troyer said the 
attack was clearly targeted at the 
officers, not a robbery gone bad. 

“There were marked patrol cars 
outside, and they were all in uni- 
form,” Troyer said. 


With no known suspects, there 
was no indication of any connection 
with the Halloween night shoot- 
ing of a Seattle police officer. The 
suspect in that shooting remains 
hospitalized.

cat effect or what it was until we 
get the case solved,” Troyer said. 
“We don’t even have a suspect ID 
right now.” 

Troyer would not release the 
names of the victims in Sunday’s 
shooting. He said Lakewood has a 
small police force and the deaths 
represent a loss of 10 percent to 
15 percent of the department. 

Two employees and a few other 
customers were in the shop dur- 
ing the attack. All are being inter- 
viewed by the Pierce County Sher- 
iffs investigators. 

“Some [of the witnesses] are in 
shock. They are very upset,” Troy- 
er said. “They are the ones who are 
going to put together for us how 
this happened.” gene Johnson (ap)

Sen. Reid Keeps 60 in His Sights 



Majority leader has 
no votes to spare in 
debate on health bill 

Washington 

The 60 votes aren’t there any- 
more. 

With the Senate set to begin 
debate Monday on health care over- 
haul, the all-hands-on-deck Dem- 
ocratic coalition that allowed the 
bill to advance is fracturing already. 
Yet majority Democrats will need 
60 votes again to finish. 

Some Democratic senators say 
they’ll jump ship from the bill with- 
out tighter restrictions on abor- 
tion coverage. Others say they’ll go 
unless a government plan to com- 
pete with private insurance compa- 
nies is tossed overboard. Such con- 
cessions would enrage liberals, the 
heart and soul of the party. 

There’s no clear course for Sen- 


ate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., to steer legislation through 
Congress to President Obama. You 
can’t make history unless you reach 
60 votes, and don’t count on Repub- 
licans helping him. 


But Reid is determined to avoid 
being remembered as another Dem- 
ocrat who tried and failed to make 
health care access for the middle 
class a part of America’s social 
safety net. 


“Generation after generation 
has called on us to fix this broken 
system,” he said at a recent Capitol 
Hill rally. “We’re now closer than 
ever to getting it done.” 

The debate on the bill should 
start modestly, with each side offer- 
ing one amendment. But with more 
than 40 senators on the committees 
that originated the bill, many more 
amendments are expected. 

Several moderate Democrats 
have served notice they can’t sup- 
port Reid’s approach. The lone 
Republican to vote for the Senate 
bill in committee, Olympia Snowe 
of Maine, has said she could accept 
a public insurance plan if insurers 
are given one last chance to deliver 
lower premiums in a competitive 
market. Combining Snowe’s “trig- 
ger” with Reid’s “opt-out” might 
be the answer. 

If that’s the case, it still would 
have to pass a final test: 60 votes.

Iran OKs 10 New Nuke Facilities 


Mosque Towers 
Barred by Swiss 


Tehran signals plans 
for major expansion 
after U.N. censure 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran approved plans Sunday to 
build 10 new uranium enrich- 
ment facilities, a dramatic expan- 
sion that represented a slap to the 
U.N. nuclear watchdog, days after 
it demanded Tehran stop con- 
struction on one plant and halt all 
enrichment activities. 

Iran’s defiance will likely 
heighten tensions with the West, 
which has signaled it is running 
out of patience with Iran’s con- 
tinuing enrichment and its balk- 
ing at a U.N. deal aimed at ensur- 
ing Tehran cannot build a nuclear 
weapon in the near-term future. 
The U.S. and its allies have hinted 
at new U.N. sanctions if Iran does 
not respond. 

The White House said the 
move “would be yet another seri- 
ous violation of Iran’s clear obliga- 
tions under multiple U.N. Securi- 
ty Council resolutions and another

Fallout From IAEA Ruling 

On Friday, the U.N.’s International Atomic Energy Agency issued a strong 
rebuke of Iran regarding enrichment, infuriating Tehran. Parliament speak- 
er Ali Larijani threatened on Sunday to reduce cooperation with the IAEA. 
“Should the West continue to pressure us, the legislature can reconsider 
the level of Iran’s cooperation with the IAEA,’’ Larijani told parliament in a 
speech carried live on state radio. Vice President Ali Akbar Salehi, who is 
also Iran’s nuclear chief, said Sunday’s decision was “a firm message’’ in re- 
sponse to the IAEA, (ap)

UAE Vows to Aid Banks 



Government says it 
will offer additional 
liquidity amid crisis 

Dubai, UAE 

The United Arab Emirates’ central 
bank said Sunday it would offer 
additional liquidity to banks, sig- 
naling a push by the federal gov- 
ernment to reassure investors wor- 
ried about the country’s banking 
sector and its exposure to Dubai’s 
crushing debt. 

Global equity markets were set 
to reopen Monday, and investors 
are worried about a routing sim- 
ilar to that seen last week after 
Dubai’s chief engine for growth, 
Dubai World, announced it want- 
ed more time to pay some of its 
roughly $60 billion in debts. 

The UAE’s official WAM news 
agency said the central bank issued 
a notice to Emirati banks and for- 
eign banks with branches in the 
country saying it would make avail- 
able “a special additional liquidi- 
ty facility linked to their current 
accounts at the central bank.” The 
statement said the facility can be 


drawn upon at a rate of 50 basis 
points — half a percent — above 
the three-month Emirates inter- 
bank-offered rate 

The company’s roughly $60 bil- 
lion in debt makes up the brunt of 
the at least $80 billion Dubai owes 
as a result of a meteoric decade- 
long growth boom that saw the tiny 
city-state transformed into a Mid- 
dle Eastern Las Vegas, New York 
and Los Angeles all wrapped into 
one. Dubai World was a key driver 
of that growth, with interests rang- 
ing from ports to real estate, (ap) 


Shock to the System 

In the days since the meltdown, 
officials in Dubai have gone to 
neighboring Abu Dhabi, the oil-rich 
home to the federal government, 
for a series of meetings. Analysts 
have speculated that the timing 
of the announcement — on the eve 
of a three-day Islamic holiday- 
caught Abu Dhabi’s rulers by sur- 
prise, putting them under pressure 
to act decisively to shore up confi- 
dence in the country’s banks, (ap) 


Legitimacy at Stake as Hondurans Elect President 


Tegucigalpa, Honduras 

Hondurans on Sunday elected a new 
president whose first challenge will 
be defending his legitimacy to the 
world and ending a crisis over a June 
coup that has isolated one of Latin 
America’s poorest countries. 

Porfirio Lobo and Elvin San- 
tos, two prosperous businessmen 
from the political old guard, were 
the front-runners. But their cam- 
paigns have been overshadowed

Bin Laden’s escape from Tora Bora in 2001 haunts U.S. policy to this day 


Washington 

Osama bin Laden was unquestion- 
ably within reach of U.S. troops in 
the mountains of Tora Bora when 
American military leaders made 
the crucial and costly decision 
not to pursue the terrorist lead- 
er with massive force, a Senate 
report says. 

The report asserts that the fail- 
ure to kill or capture bin Laden at 
his most vulnerable in December 
2001 has had lasting consequences 
beyond the fate of one man. Bin 
Laden’s escape laid the foundation 
for today’s reinvigorated Afghan 
insurgency and inflamed the 
internal strife now endangering 
Pakistan, it says. 

Staff members for the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee’s Democratic majority pre- 
pared the report at the request of 
the chairman, Sen. John Kerry, 
as President Obama prepares 
to announce an increase of U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan. 

The Massachusetts senator and 


2004 Democratic presidential can- 
didate has long argued the Bush 
administration missed a chance 
to get the al-Qaeda leader and top 
deputies when they were holed up 
in the forbidding mountainous 
area of eastern Afghanistan only 
three months after the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks. 

Although limited to a review of 
military operations eight years old, 
the report could also be read as a 
cautionary note for those resist- 
ing an increased troop presence 
there now. 

More pointedly, it seeks to affix 
a measure of blame for the state 
of the war today on military lead- 


Backstory 

The debate about how close the Unit- 
ed States came to capturing Osama bin 
Laden is hardly new. With less than one 
month left in the 2004 presidential cam- 
paign between Massachusetts Sen. John 
_ Kerry and then-President George W. 

i Bush, retired Gen. Tommy Franks pub- 

lished an editorial in the New York Times

“But the decisions 
that opened the door for his escape 
to Pakistan allowed bin Laden to 
emerge as a potent symbolic figure 
who continues to attract a steady 
flow of money and inspire fanat- 
ics worldwide.” 

The report states categorically 
that bin Laden was hiding in Tora 
Bora when the U.S. had the means 
to mount a rapid assault with sev- 
eral thousand troops at least.

Holiday Shopping 

It’s OK if your boyfriend doesn’t 
like the digital camera you bought 
him — as long as he doesn’t open 
the box. 

As you begin your holiday shop- 
ping, remember that return policies 
vary greatly, even among products 
from the same store. For example, 
some retailers charge a 15 percent 
restocking fee on digital cameras 
and other electronics if the pack- 
aging is unsealed. 

So, before you start shopping, be 
sure you’re aware of the hassles you 
could be leaving under the tree. 

Watch the Clock 

Most stores require returns to be 
made within a certain amount of 
time. Some major chains — includ- 
ing Sears, Target and Wal-Mart — 
allow as many as 90 days to return 
most items. Smaller retailers usu- 
ally permit far less, often 10 days 
or two weeks. There can also be 
numerous exceptions within a store 
policy. Electronics usually need to 
be returned much sooner. 


Hold on to Receipts 

Always include a gift receipt, which 
omits the price you paid. It seems 
minor, but the gesture can prevent 
headaches at the counter. 

That’s particularly true if you 
want to be sure the person gets an 
exchange of equal value. Chances 
are the sweater you buy your niece 
will be marked down after Christ- 
mas. Without a receipt, she may be 
credited with only the sale price. 

Be Aware of Fees 

Restocking fees of 15 percent or 
more can add up quickly. The fee 
on an $800 laptop, for instance, 


could be $120 or more. The lesson: 
Even if you want to “ooh” and “aah” 
over a present to show your appre- 
ciation, be sure it’s for keeps before 
you tear into the packaging. 

Ask for Leniency 

Before you try to return a gift you’re 
not happy with, go to the store’s Web 
site and read the policy to see wheth- 
er you’re within your rights. 

Even if you missed the deadline, 
your case isn’t hopeless. Managers 
usually have the discretion to bend 
the rules, so go in with a pleas- 
ant attitude and make your case.

Auto Leasing, which was temporarily 
crippled by the credit and financial cri- 
sis, is making a big comeback this fall. 
Here’s a rundown on what may have 
changed about Leasing, how to find 
the best deal and how insurance cov- 
erage works if you decide to Lease. 

Does leasing make any more, or 
less, sense financially than it did 
before the crisis? 

Finding an attractive deal is tough- 
er now, and you’ll need good cred- 
it to get one at all. Otherwise, the pros 


and cons remain about the same as 
before. Leasing can give you Lower 
monthly payments than if you pur- 
chased the same car, and the manu- 
facturer’s three-year warranty should 
protect you from major expenses. But 
it really only makes financial sense to 
Lease if you change cars frequently. 

What can I do to improve my 
chances of finding a good deal? 

Watch closely for better price offers 
as the comeback continues and car- 
makers try to recoup business now 
that “Cash for Clunkers’’ is over. A List 
of incentives and rebates by region 
is available at Edmunds.com. If you 
have decided you want a lease, review 
what’s available, Look at the terms to 
make sure it’s active in your area, and 


verify with the dealership’s financial 
arm that you qualify. If you’re not pur- 
suing a specific incentive, try contact- 
ing four or five dealerships for quotes. 

If I lease a car, how does insur- 
ance coverage work? 

You are required to obtain insurance 
on your own, with specified minimum 
Limits. Most Leasing companies re- 
quire at Least 100/300 for covering 
bodily injury — $100,000 per person, 
$300,000 total coverage. It will Like- 
ly be more expensive than insuring a 
car you own. You may also have to get 
gap insurance, which covers the dif- 
ference between what your auto in- 
surer pays if your car is stolen or to- 
taled, and the full amount you owe the

Md. school’s open 
period allows more 
time for study, play 

Lusby, Md. 

It’s lunchtime at Patuxent High 
School in Southern Maryland, 
but it looks and sounds more like 
recess. 

Students lounge in hallways and 
classrooms with sack lunches and 
trays of food. They play Frisbee, get 
dating advice from teachers, hold 
club meetings, cram for afternoon 
quizzes, play video games or catch 
up on sleep. 

Two years ago, Patuxent Prin- 
cipal Nancy Highsmith released 
students from the confines of the 
cafeteria and replaced the multi- 
ple 30 -minute lunch periods with 
one hour-long, schoolwide lunch. 
With some creative scheduling, 
class time has remained the same, 
she said, and the middle-of-the-day 
burst of freedom has increased club 
participation, taught time manage- 
ment skills and given stressed-out 
students time to chill. 

But there’s an ulterior motive: 


raising test scores, grades and grad- 
uation rates. 

Previously, students needing 
extra help had to arrive early in the 
morning or stay after school. Often, 
that meant they didn’t get the help 
they needed, Highsmith said. 


Now teachers use the first or 
second half of the hour-long lunch 
break to stage interventions. They 
teach, tutor and mentor students 
who receive low scores on nation- 
al or state standardized tests, fail 
classes required for graduation or 


would simply benefit from individ- 
ual attention. 

It’s too early to say whether 
the extra time will manifest itself 
in higher test scores and achieve- 
ment, Highsmith said. But based 
on anecdotal evidence, she said it’s 
a “huge success.” This fall, Calvert 
County extended the pilot program 
to its three other high schools. 

The idea came from James 
Hubert Blake High School in Sil- 
ver Spring, where Principal Car- 
ole Goodman has become known 
as the “Lunch Lady” for an article 
she wrote for an education mag- 
azine in 2006 about her school’s 
50 -minute lunch period. For more 
than eight years, Blake students 
have been allowed to eat anywhere, 
meet with clubs, catch up on work, 
retake tests and even skateboard 
in the parking lot. 

“I always warn freshmen par- 
ents: It looks like complete chaos 
to someone who doesn’t know 
better,” said Goodman, who has 
been the principal at Blake since 
it opened in 1998. “It’s loud. It’s 
noisy. It’s messy. But that’s what 
teenagers are.” jenna johnson

Metro Workers Injured in Crash

Star addresses crash 
on Web site, cancels 
on police once again 

Pro Golf 

Tiger Woods canceled yet anoth- 
er meeting with state troopers and 
posted a statement on his Web site 
that said the accident was his fault 
but failed to address lingering ques- 
tions about the crash that sent him 
to a hospital. 

The statement was posted about 
an hour before state troopers were 
to meet with the world’s No. 1 golf- 
er at his home. A meeting was not 
rescheduled. 

In a tape of a 911 call released 
Sunday, two days after the acci- 
dent, a neighbor told dispatchers 
that a black Cadillac Escalade hit 
a tree and “I have someone down 
in front of my house.” 

Woods’ neighbor never men- 


tions the golfer by name, and the 
call is inaudible at several points 
because of the bad connection. 

In his statement, Woods took 
responsibility for the accident. 
He added that it was a private 
matter, and he wanted to keep it 
that way. “Although I understand 
there is curiosity, the many false, 
unfounded and malicious rumors 
that are currently circulating about 
my family and me are irresponsi- 


ble,” he said. 

Windermere police chief Daniel 
Saylor has said Woods’ wife, Elin, 
used a golf club to smash out a rear 
window to help him get out of the 
SUV at 2:25 a.m. Friday. 

“My wife, Elin, acted coura- 
geously when she saw I was hurt 
and in trouble,” Woods said. “She 
was the first person to help me. 
Any other assertion is absolutely

Zac Efron moves 
away from his ‘High 
School’ days and into 
more adult territory

Of all the things observed dur- 
ing an hour in the presence of 
Zac Efron, “High School Musi- 
cal” heartthrob and star of the new 
indie film “Me and Orson Welles” 
(opening in D.C. on Dec. 11), the 
one trait that makes the strongest, 
most lasting impression is this: his 
impeccable manners. 

This may be a testament to 
his solid upbringing — raised in 


Arroyo Grande, Calif., by middle- 
class parents — or evidence of 
canny grooming by Efron’s publi- 
cists, who earlier this month shep- 
herded the star to Washington to 
talk up the importance of high 
school arts education in visits to 
Capitol Hill, the White House and 
The Washington Post. (Accom- 
panying him: “Welles” director 
Richard Linklater and co-star 
Claire Danes.) 

Still, such attention to eti- 
quette is one clue that the 22-year- 
old Efron has made the leap from 
squeaky-clean singing teen to con- 
siderate, mature adult.

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Novels After Death 



Michael Crichton 
lives on through the 
posthumous printing 
of ‘Pirate Latitudes’ 

Books 

When it comes to popular enter- 
tainment, the late Michael Crich- 
ton was about as successful as any 
writer could hope to be. 

Last week’s posthumous pub- 
lication of “Pirate Latitudes” cer- 
tainly won’t undermine that legacy, 
but neither will it do much to bur- 
nish it. The completed manuscript 
was “discovered” 
by Crichton’s 
assistant in one 
of the author’s 
computer files 
after his death, 
along with what’s 
been described 
as an unfinished 
“techno-thriller.” Lynn Nesbit, 
Crichton’s longtime agent, told the 
Wall Street Journal that “Michael 
was extremely secretive.” Nesbit 
also said that Crichton used sev- 
eral computers, so there may be 
incomplete manuscripts lurking 
on the hard drives. 

What to do with the work a dead 
writer consciously leaves unpub- 
lished is a vexed question. If Crich- 
ton had a completed novel stowed 
away, there probably was a reason. 
It may be quite old. In fact, “Pirate 
Latitudes” is a bit closer to Crich- 


ton’s juvenilia than to his mid-ca- 
reer and mature work. He may have 
intended to rework it. 

The setting is the crown colo- 
ny of Port Royal in Jamaica in the 
17th century. Charles Hunter, our 
protagnoist, is a dashing privateer, 
an American — coincidentally, a 
Harvard man — born in the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony. When asked 
by an attractive woman whether 
he’s a Puritan, he replies, “Only by 
birth.” You get the picture. 

Meanwhile, a treasure ship 


has arrived in the heavily fortified 
Spanish port of Matanceros, and 
Hunter is asked to capture it. 

If you think you’ve been here 
before, it’s probably because you’ve 
seen one of several hundred Hol- 
lywood films. The inspirations 
here all are cinematic, which 
probably is why Steven Spiel- 
berg already has snapped up the 
film rights to “Pirate Latitudes.” 
It’s just too bad that Harrison 
Ford is too old to play Hunter.
